City seeks to dismiss 
topless rights lawsuit

Arguing that “female breasts are considered 
erogenous in a way that male breasts are not,” 
the city asked a federal judge on Wednesday 
to toss a lawsuit over the right of women to 
go topless in Chicago. 
“The (Indecent Exposure or Dress’) Ordi- 
nance is substantially related to the City’s im- 
portant objectives in ensuring public safety 
\ and protecting unwilling audiences from 
exposure to nudity, which, consistent 
with current community standards, 
includes the exposure of female 
breasts,” city lawyers wrote in 
their response. 
The lawsuit was filed in 
US. District Court in No- 
vember on behalf of So- 
noko ‘Tagami, then 41, 
who was described 
as an ardent sup- 
porter of GoTop- 
less, a nonprofit 
that “advocates 
for the right of 
women to ap- 
pear bare-chested 
in public.” 
Chicago _ police 
ticketed Tagami for 
indecent 
last August when she 
went topless during an 
event at Chicago’s lake- 
front to promote the right 
of women to bare their 
breasts in public. An admin- 
istrative law judge found her 
liable and ordered her to pay a 
$100 fine plus additional costs, 
according to the city’s response. 
For several years, Tagami partici- 
pated in GoTopless Day in Chicago, 
appearing in public with “opaque body 
paint” covering just enough of her breasts 
to comply with the city’s decency law, her law- 
suit stated.

Tagami’s suit claims the city’s ordinance 
barring women from exposing “any portion 
of the breast at or below the upper edge of 
the areola” is unconstitutionally vague and a 
violation of free speech. The suit also alleges 
that because men are excluded from the or- 
dinance, it violates rights to equal protection 
under the law. 

Her attorney, Kenneth Flaxman, could not 
immediately be reached but has previously 
said that Tagami had never had a problem at 
demonstrations in the city before last year. 

“She was out there for several years making 
a statement about the absurdity of the law, 
and each time she had opaque body paint and 
the cops thought it was cute,” Flaxman said 
when he filed the suit in November. 

A YouTube video of the incident at the 
time showed Tagami wearing a purple dress 
with the top pulled down and her breasts 
painted a pale white. A female Chicago po- 
lice officer told Tagami in the video that she 
needed to pull up her dress or risk arrest. She 
eventually complied but was ticketed. 

Flaxman has said that the city’s ordinance 
needs to be rewritten. In addition to being 
hard to understand, it effectively bans cloth- 
ing that many women wear every day, from 
low-cut dresses to tops exposing the sides of 
their breasts. “There is a lot of clothing that 
women wear that is illegal under this law,” he 
said. 

City lawyers, however, have argued that 
the ordinance is precise and that courts 
have repeatedly found that there is no First 
Amendment right to appear nude in public. 

“Passersby would have no way of know- 
ing whether she intended to make a political 
statement or merely to sunbathe,” according 
to the city’s filing, which further noted that 
courts have also held that local governments 
“have the power to enact public indecency 
statutes, as regulations directed at public 
health, safety, and morality lie at the heart of 
traditional police powers.” 

The city also moved to dismiss Tagami’s 
allegation that the ordinance unjustly targets 
women, arguing that it “realistically reflects 
the fact that the sexes are not similarly situ- 
ated in certain circumstances.”

1 pleads 


guilty in Trump flood

A Cook County judge threw out charges 
against two suburban friends on trial Wednes- 
day for causing hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars in damage at Trump International Hotel 
and Tower shortly after a third co-defendant 
pleaded guilty in return for probation. 

The three friends, allegedly angry after be- 
ing cut off while drinking at the hotel’s Sixteen 
bar and restaurant, were charged with criminal 
damage to property 
for opening a water 
valve in a fifth-floor 
stairwell last February. 

Water gushed from 
the pressurized pipe 
at about 250 gallons a 
second, rushing down 
a stairwell, destroying 
two elevators and damaging the lobby’s Ital- 
ian marble floors, according to prosecutors. 

After all three’s trial had started with prosecu- 
tors’ opening remarks, Benjamin Nitch, 26, de- 
cided to plead guilty in exchange for a sentence 
of two years of probation and 480 hours of com- 
munity service. Nitch, who allegedly opened 
the valve, also was barred from the tower. 

Later Thursday, after prosecutors com- 
pleted their evidence, Judge Thaddeus Wil-

son threw out the charges against Carl Koen- 
emann, 26, and Daniel Maradei, 25. 

“T think it’s clear that there is no direct evi- 
dence that these two defendants did anything 
illegal in that stairwell,” Wilson said after 
hearing nearly two hours of testimony. 

Even though the building’s security direc- 
tor testified the high-rise has 186 cameras, 
none captured who opened the valve. 

Koenemann and Maradei embraced their 
families after their acquittal. 

“Justice was served!” shouted one of their 
fathers as they left the court building. 

After hearing the judge would recommend 
probation, Nitch decided to plead guilty to 
one felony count of criminal damage to prop- 
erty. He had not previously been offered a 
plea deal by prosecutors. 

The charge carries a sentence of up to seven 
years in prison on conviction.

DJ charged in fatal 
Lincoln Park crash

A longtime Chicago DJ was drunk and driv- 
ing more than 90 mph when he lost control 
of his Lexus on Lake Shore Drive and flipped 
over on a frozen lagoon in Lincoln Park, kill- 
ing the woman riding with him, prosecutors 
and police said Wednesday. 

Rafael Rodriguez, 42, of the 3900 block of 
North Ashland Avenue, is charged with aggra- 
vated driving under the influence resulting in 
an accident causing death, a felony, according to 
police. He’s also charged with driving without a 
license and a misdemeanor charge of driving un- 
der the influence of alcohol, police said. 

Rodriguez’s blood alcohol content was 0.17 
percent, more than twice the legal limit of 
0.08, Assistant State’s Attorney Akash Vyas 
said. Rodriguez was ordered held in lieu of 
$1 million bail Wednesday. 

Rodriguez, known as DJ Lego, has been a 
well-known part of the Chicago house music 
and club scene for more than two decades, ac- 
cording to friends and public records. Rodri- 
guez’s driving record shows numerous moving 
violations. 

Witnesses saw Rodriguez weaving in and out 
of traffic at 90 mph when he crashed through a

“The vest became a tool for me to engage 
in storytelling. That’s where the idea of me 
telling a story and making a product came to- 
gether,” Patel said. “I didn’t know the name of 
the company or what it would all look like or 
how I'd do any of it, but I knew I was going to 
do something to tell the stories.” 

With vests on his mind, he returned to 
India in search of a factory that could safely 
manufacture the product—that meant no 
pesticides, no chemicals, fair wages and an or- 
ganic process. Patel found everything he was 
looking for in Aura, a fair-trade factory just an 
hour from his hometown. 

Patel continued connecting the dots back 
in Chicago. He recruited friend and ex- 
roommate Jackie Mahendra to help bring his 
dreams to life. Mahendra said she could sense 
Patel’s charismatic personality when she met 
him at an idealist conference in 2007. 

“He was trying to breakdance, which I 
thought was funny. But then I ended up 
connecting with him,” she said. “I thought, 
‘Here’s someone a little goofy who’s willing to 
go out on a limb.’ He was very magnetic while 
creating a community around himself.” 

It was Mahendra’s idea to turn to Kick 
starter for backing. And in just a month, the 
duo surpassed their $10,000 goal, collecting 
more than $23,000. 

“To me, that was a big ‘yes’ from the com- 
munity,” Patel said. 

The duo had the go-ahead to manufacture 
300 vests, all of which they sold last year. 
The colorful garments are part traditional 
Indian, part modern American—a lot like 
Patel. Their conventional, narrow collars are 
contrasted with pockets for cellphones, pat- 
terned innards and sleek wooden buttons. 
What used to be a men’s-only line has grown 
to include women’s vests and scarves. Patel 
said he’s looking into adding bow ties and 
pocket squares to his inventory soon. 

“TI don’t want to work in the fashion world 
in a traditional sense,” he said. “Yes, we have 
a product—that’s the entrance to the fashion 
world. But the process is so different in that 
we don’t care only about profit.” 

All the while, Patel holds down a full-time 
job with the Accelerate Change, where he 


works with Illinois’ immigrant communities. 
He also helped found Chicago Votes, a local 
organization that helps engage young voters. 
Working with Chicago teens and immigrants 
has helped Patel answer questions about his 
own past. 

‘As you get older, you realize that your par- 
ents had to make choices that you just think 
are black and white,” Patel said. “I was up- 
set with [my mother] for trying to make me 
come to the U.S. while she went back to India 
to have what I thought was a good life or an 
easy life. Now I realize she did all of this so I 
would have a better education and a lot more 
opportunities.” 

For Patel, the vests lead to a bigger conver- 
sation about sustainability—what we choose 
to put in and on our bodies, where it comes 
from and how it’s created. On a personal level, 
they’ve helped him figure out who he is. 

“This is a product of my identity crisis, but 
in some ways a solution,” Patel said. “I feel so 
comfortable in my own skin and the clothes I 
wear partly because they’re my own, but also 
because they tell the story of my transition.”

After nearly two decades of working with a luxe hotel group like Four Seasons, it 
seemed like a random move when chef Kevin Hickey announced he was opening 

a neighborhood joint in Bridgeport. But really, he was just going back to his roots. 
Hickey’s family has lived in Bridgeport for generations, when longtime tavern 
Gem Bar went up for sale a couple of years ago, he and his wife took out a second 
mortgage on their home and bought it with hopes of turning it into a restaurant of 
his own. 


Meanwhile, Billy Dec of Rockit Ranch Productions— the local group behind River North 
hangouts Rockit, Sunda, The Underground, Ay Chiwowa, plus Wrigleyville’s Rockit Burger 
bar—approached Hickey about working on a restaurant together, and Bottlefork was born. 
Shortly after, he became food and beverage director of Rockit Ranch Productions and it was 
only natural to bring the forthcoming Duck Inn into the fold, he said. And so, that’s the story 
of how a downtown-centric group ends up opening a hangout on a mostly residential strip of 
Bridgeport—a wild card in an otherwise consistent poker hand. 


Bridgeport’s biggest cheerleader 
Hickey will have none of your Bridgeport-is- 
inconvenient-to-get-to whining. “It’s closer 
to downtown than Logan [Square] or Wicker 
Park. It’s an $8 Uber X ride from the Loop,” 


said Hickey, who is very clearly ready for a re- 
naissance in the neighborhood where he was 
raised and now lives. Growing up, Hickey 
said he remembers Archer Avenue between 
Halsted Street and Ashland Avenue filled 


with family businesses. 

“By the mid- to late ’90s, everything was 
closed,” he said. “Business is starting to trick- 
le back into that area. It’s primed and ready, 
and geographically, it’s so perfect.” He rattled 
off transportation options with the enthu- 
siasm and smoothness of a sales pitch: two 
Orange Line stops on one side of Bridgeport 
and two Red Line stops on the other, the No. 
62-Archer bus running into the Loop, nearby 
expressways and other dining and drinking 
destinations scattered nearby or on the way. 
That said, steps from the Loomis Street 
bridge over the Chicago River, The Duck 
Inn still feels out of the way. My Uber driver 
called me assuming my location pin-drop was 
a mistake, but that might not be the case in 
a few months once The Duck Inn becomes 
more common knowledge. 


Let’s do the time warp again 
Under one name or another, Gem Bar had 
been in operation for an estimated 100 years, 
but Hickey didn’t want to go pre-Prohibition

with The Duck Inn. Instead, he split the 
difference between its birth and today, and 
committed to a mid-century modern look. A 
short walk past the bar decorated with 
Sputnik lamps and a vintage record player 
brought me to the dining room, where I was 
greeted by my server, looking all Taylor Swift 
with a blonde side braid and halo of curly 
wisps sticking out from under a slouchy knit 
cap. For first courses, she guided me to the 
apples and celery ($12), Hickey’s spin on a 
waldorf salad featuring chopped apples and 
celery root, celery puree and grape granita. 
It’s not at all salad-like, but still felt like a 
good way to get some fruits and veggies in the 
mix before indulging in the rich risotto with 
spot prawns and uni butter ($16). Like most 
chefs taking a seasonal approach these days, 
Hickey switches things up often; for example, 
the waldorf salad has since been replaced by a 
sunchoke dish, and the risotto may occasion- 
ally showcase salty prawns from a fellow 
South Side business, sustainable food biz in- 
cubator The Plant, depending on availability. 


Getting their ducks ina row 


After my date and I ordered the rotisserie 
duck for two ($58), our server informed us 
that we had snagged the very last one. Con- 
sidering the preparation involved—a brine 
injection, overnight dry and two-hour turn on 
the rotisserie—it’s somewhat of a science to 
have enough ducks ready at any given time. 
Hickey said staff has started asking diners 

if they plan to order the duck when 

calling to confirm their upcom- 

ing reservation; the answer to 

whether you want it or not is 

yes. Hickey rotisserie roasts 

the whole bird, except for the 

breast, which he pan-sears 

instead. That’s a clutch move, re- 

sulting in juicy, medium-rare meat 

with crinkly, crispy skin. Hickey said 

he plans to change the accompaniments 
seasonally; when I dined, it was fingerling 
potatoes (cooked beneath the rotisserie duck 
to soak up the drippings) and a salad of greens 
with slivers of orange and radish. 

Though the rotisserie duck may be what 
Hickey becomes known for here, it’s not 
what the restaurant is named for. That dis- 
tinction goes to the original Duck Inn, a bus- 
stop diner Hickey’s great grandmother ran in 
the ’30s. The bar menu features a few dishes 
inspired by the diner’s menu, including the 
duck and foie gras tamale ($14) and duck-fat 
hot dog ($10). I'll definitely be back to try 
the latter (available in the dining room, too, 
upon request), considering one of Hickey’s 
signatures at Allium was a $14 Chicago-style 
hot dog with an elaborate presentation of 
housemade toppings. 


Drink your dessert 
I was pretty full after all that duck, but when 
T-Swift so sweetly brought the dessert menu, 


I caved and ordered the sticky toffee pud- 
ding and chocolate doughnut with peanut 
butter ice cream. Both were fairly forgettable 
compared with the dessert drink I ordered, 
a flip (a shaken cocktail made with a whole 
egg) that tastes like minty, boozy eggnog and 
is called You Serious Clark ($10). The fact 
that it’s named for a crazy cousin Eddie quote 
from “National Lampoon’s Christmas 
Vacation” somehow makes it even 
better. 
The other two cocktails I 
tried were charmingly pre- 
sented. The Duck Out ($14), a 
El duck fat-infused cognac-based 
@ concoction, was served ina 
large snifter garnished with 
a piece of candied citrus peel 
shaped like a duck. It was too sweet 
for me, but could be a good gateway 
drink for an entry-level cognac drinker. I 
ended up enviously stealing sips of my date’s 
Sloe(er) GinGer) Fizz ($10), an amped-up 
version of the classic sloe gin fizz made with 
Plymouth sloe gin and Beefeater gin, served 
ina tall retro-printed glass with a thick crown 
of egg white foam. 


Bottom line 

The Duck Inn has the soul of an indie neigh- 
borhood joint with the polish of a big-deal 
backer—a direct result of the Hickey-Rockit 
Ranch collab. The jury is still out on Bridge- 
port becoming the city’s next dining destina- 
tion, but I'll definitely be back to The Duck 
Inn, whether for drinks and a hot dog at the 
bar (a fine stop on the way to Maria’s for DJ 
sets) or to check out the backyard patio and 
vegetable garden come summer.
